In 1701 Mr. Addifon wrote an EpiOolary 
poem from Italy to Lord Halifax, which is much ad- 
mired as a finiflied piete in its kind, and indeed Tome 
kafcpnmonnoed itthebcftof Mr. Addifbn's perform* 
ancet : it was tranflated by the Abbot Antonio Ma- 
rio Salvini, Gieek Profeflbr at Florence, into Italian 
▼crfe« which tranflation is printed with the original 
in this edition of Mr. Addiibn*s works. This poem 
ii in the highefl efteem in Italy, becaufe there are in 
it the bed-turned compliments on that country that, 
pcrhapi, are to be found any where ; and the Italians, 
on account of their familiarity with the obje£\f it 
deferibes, mdft have a higher reli(h of it. This poem 
likewi(e fliews his gratitude to Lord Haliiax, uho 
had been that year impeached by the Commons in 
parliament, for procuring exorbitant grants from thu 
crown to his own ofe and further charged with cut- 
^ tiog down and wafting the timber in bis Maje fly's 
) Ibrefts, and with holding fcveral offices in his MajcHy '«

The Lord Treaffrer iaw the poem before it was fi- 
aiflied, when the Anther had written no farther than 
the celebrated fimile of the Angel, and was (6 much 
plcnftd with it, that he immedUtely made him Com- 
jnii&oner of Appeals in the room of Mr. Locke, who 
was promoted to be one of the Lords CommilGoners 
for Trade, &e. . 

His poem entitled The Campaign, was received 
with load and general applaofe : it is addreiied to 
the Dj^ke of Marlborough, and contains a (hort view 
of the military tran&^ns in the year 1704, and a 
very porticnlar de&ription of the t«ro great actions at 
Schellemberg and Blenheim. 

In 1705 Mr. Addifon attended the Lord Halifax 
to Haaover; and in the fucceeding year he was

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u a nark of her peaaliir faTomr, to aogment the fa- 
hrf annexed to the Keeper of the Records in that 
lotion, mnd beftow it upon him. While he was in 
Ireland hit friend Sir Richard Steele publifhcd The 
Titlet, which appeared for the fird time on the lath 
of April 1709. Mr. Addifon (fayt Tickell) difco- 
tcrcd the author by an obfenratlon on Virjril he had 
cofflmunicated to him. This difcovery led him to 
afford farther a(fiflance, infomuchthat, as the author 
of TheTatler well ezprefled it, he fared by this means 
likeadifbefled prince whocalls in a powerful neigh- 
iKwr to hU ud ; that is, he was undone by his auxi- 
liary. 

The fopeHority of Mr. Addifon's papers in that 
vork is nnitcrially admitted ; and being more at 
Idfare upon the change of the miniQry, he continued 
afllfting in The Tatler till 17x1, when it was dropt. 

No fooner was The Tatler bid down, but Sir 
Richard Steele, in concert with Mr. Addifon, form- 
ed the plan of The Spcfbtor. The firft paper ap- 
peared on the fir (I of March 1711, an din the courfe 
of that great work Mr. Addifon furnifhed all the pa- 
pers marked with any letters of the Mufe Clio, and 
which were generally mod admired. Tickell, who 
had no kindnefs for Sir Richard Steele, meanly fup- 
pofes that he marked his paper out of precaution a- 
gain ft Sir Richard, which was an U\-nal\ixtd vcvW\'

The Guardian, a paper of the fame tendcBcy, en- 
tertained the Town in the years 1713 and 17 14, in 
which Mr. Addifon had iikewife a very large lharc : 
be alfo wrote two papers in The Lover. 

In the year 1 7 13 appeared his famous Cato. He 
entered into a dcfign of writing a tragedy on tliat 
fbbjeA when he was very young, and when he was 
on his travels he aAually wrote four a^s of it : how- 
ever, he retouched it on his return, without any dc'* 
lign of bringing it on the (hige; but fomc friends of 
his imagining it might be of fervice to the caufe of 
iiboty, be was prevailed upon to fini(h it for the 
theatre, which he accordingly did. When this play 
appeared it was received with boundlcfs admiration ; 
and daring the reprefentation on the fird night, on 
which its fate depended, it is faid that Mr. Addifon 
diicovered uncommon timidity; he was agitated be- 
tween hope and fear, and while he remained retired 
lathe Green-room he kept a perfon continually go- 
ing backwards and forwards, from the Oage to the 
pbce where he was, to inform him how it fuccceded, 
sod till the whole was over, and the fuccefs coufirmedy 
he Dcrer ventured to move.
